COTTON MARKET POSITION, 


POSSIBILITIES OF A 
COMPLICATED SITUATION. 


Our Liverpool Commercial Correspondents 
writes:—While business on the raw cotion 
market durmg the past week has been very 
met and unimportant—due largely to the ex- 
tended holiday taken in many of the up-country 
districte—-some of the leading brokers of Liver- 
pool are much concerned as to the future of the 
market, and this has been justified by the sharp 
advances which have taken place towards the 
end of this week. The recent Bureau report has 
to a large extent fully confirmed many of the 


serious, an} that any further mishap will un- 
doubtedly create a very serious situation. Pre- 
sent crop indications are admittedly far too 
early to form the basis for very reasoned judg- 
ment, but so far as they co they necessitate 4 
precautionary attitude on the part of the large 
leaders who negotiate the handling of the year's 
cotton vield. So far the imdeations are that 
there will be a shortage of from two or three 
million bales below the prospective requirements 
of the season, and although a long spell of per- 
fect weather could easily change the position, 
naturally the statistical possibilities have to be 
well considered, and it is not surprising that the 
market is steadily showing increasing strength, 

It is impossible to forecast with any reliability 
what trade prospects during the coming season 
will be, but it is significant that «spinners 
takings are on a surprisingly large scale, so that 
last season's enormous carry over of more tuen 
nine million bales will be easily brought down to 
norma! proportions, while if the vield ‘rom this 
season's crop is not much larger than i resent 
indications point to the demand may easily over- 
reach the supply. With the general, if «lor, un- 
provement in tke world’s economic position, the 
demand for cotton goods will -ubstantially m- 
crease, especially as during recent years buying 
has been on the very lowest possible scale. 
Everything at the moment depends upon favour 
able weather for the growing crop, for any 
disaster in this direction would mace the 
position irreparable.
